the lumen having a diameter at the distal end that is less than a diameter of 
the medical device, the wall having an undeflected configuration prior to retrieval 
of the medical device into the lumen and a deflected configuration during retrieval 
of the medical device into the lumen, the distal end being rolled inwardly in the 
deflected configuration such that a distance between the proximal and distal ends 
of the wall is less in the deflected configuration than in the undeflected 
configuration.
